The Rev. John P. Haire, said to have 
been the most widely read man in 
Chicago and who thirty years ago con 
ducted a private school in Janesville, 
died yesterday at the home of his son- 
in-law, S. O. Levinson, 4049 Lake Pai i 
avenue. 
He was 83 years of age. 
Until a week ago he had been in ex- 
cellent health. 
He was born 
in 
ElizabeHitpwn, 
Ohio, and graduated from Williams 
College as a classmate of President 
Garfield. 
He became ordained and came from 
Ripon College, where he enjoyed ,a 
professorship, to this city and occu- 
pied several times the pulpit of the 
Congregationalist 
church 
and also 
conducted the private school or clas- 
sical academy which is remembered 
by many Janesviile people. Later he 
went to Chicago, where he associated 
himself with book publishers. 
He was a lifelong friend of the Rev. 
Jenkins Lloyd Jones. 
Thirty-five years of his life, with 
an average of thirty hours a week, had 
been spent in the 
preparation of a, 
great library index. 
This contained! 
reference to 500,000 different topics, 
gleaned from a constant study of the 
more important works of literature.
